Dr, MIrd Cardona's resigna- 
tion left the council In a state 
of near collapse. After the meet- 
ing only nine of the IT members 
remained. They were apparent- 
ly under the temporary leader- 
ship of Antonio de Varona, the 
councU's vice president. 

Ties WHh V.S. Strained 
As Dr. Mlrd Cardona left the 
site where the Ill-fated Bay cif 
Pigs Invasion of Cuba of April 
IT. 1961, was platted, there 
were other signs of a worsening 
relationship between the Cuban 
exiles and the United States.
